Totals  exceeded  December  projec¬ 
tions  in  all  areas  except  mission  ex¬ 
penditures 
Church  training 


"These  letters  were  mostly  from 
stronger  churches  and  this  affected 
the  projection  totals  for  all  the  report 
areas,”  Bradley  said.  "The  number  of 
letters  used  in  the  projections  was 
2.000  lower  than  in  past  years,  which 
also  affected  the  outcome.” 

The  number  of  Southern  Baptist 
churches  grew  by  248.  or  0.7' percent, 
bringing  the  total  to  36.079.  This  con¬ 
tinues  a  trend  of  accelerated  growth  in 
the  convention  over  the  past  11  years. 

Total  membership  in  the  convention 
rose  1.3  percent,  or  182.772,  to  a  new 
high  of  13,789.580.  Membership  was 
projected  to  increase  by  1.2  percent. 

Baptisms  this  year,  although  drop¬ 
ping  5.6  percent  from  last  year's  total, 
still  were  405.608.  the  10th  highest  total 
in  the  137-year  history  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  The  previous  year’s  baptism  to¬ 
tal,  429,742,  was  the  second  highest 
ever  recorded.  The  1981  total  is  1.4  per¬ 
cent  higher  than  projected  in  De¬ 
cember, 

The  convention’s  largest  program. 


the  one  program 
projected  to  decline  in  1981,  showed'  a 
gain  of  more  than  18,000  in  the  final 
figures.

Points  of  special  signifx'ance  in  this 
year’s  report  are  that  the  number  of 
SBC  churches  topped  36,000  for  the 
first  time;  membOTship  is  nearly  13  8 
million;  total  gifts  passed  $2  75  billion; 
and  Brotherhood  enrollment  went 
over  the  half-million  level  for  the  first 
time  sinc-e  1964.

WASHINGTON  (EP)— A  tele^am 
and  letter-wrijting  campaign  has 'been 
launched  by  fhe  Catholic  Pres$  As¬ 
sociation  (CPjA)  urging  the  Senate  to 
approve  an  Appropriations  aniend- 
ment  which  teould  restore  postal:  sub¬ 
sidies  fix'  non-!profit  publications. 

The  amendment,  to  be  offered  by 
Sen.  Quentin  N.  Burdick  (D-N.D.), 
would  reverse  congressional  action 
late  last  year  which  resulted  in  major 
postal  rate  hikes  for  the  Catholic  Press 
a^  other  users  of  second  class  non¬ 
profit  mailing  jiriyjleges. 

Spokesmen  for  non-profit  publica¬ 
tions  testified  last  year  that  they  were 
willing  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  use 
of  the  mail;  but  added  that  higher 
rates  ought  to  be  phased  in,  as  they 
have  been  for  the  past  10  years,  rather 
than  be  imposed  all  at  once. 

•The  process  of  phasing  out  the  sub¬ 
sidy  and  phasing  in  the  higher  rates 
had  been  scheduled  to  continue  until 
1967.  Burdick’s  amendment  would  re-  ' 
store  the  full  subsidy  until  atleast  Sep-

WASHINGTON  (BP)-Changing

The  bill  began  as  a  measure  to  make 
pari-mutuel  gambling  available  only 
in  Jackson  County.  The  House  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  amended  itbe- 
fore  sending  it  to  the  floor  to  include  all 
counties  bordering  on  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  or  another  state.  That  was  a 
telling  blow.  It  was  apparent  through¬ 
out  that  several  legislators  would  vote 
to  let  gambling  be  established  in 
Jackson  County,  but  they  didn’ t  want  it 
fin  their  own.  This  was  the  attack  used 
by  Miss  Long  and  Eakes  as  they  fought 
the  bill .  Miss  Long  sought  to  throw  one 
of  the  several  parliamentary  snags  in 
the  path  of  the  bill  as  she  offered  an 
amendment  that  would  have  made  it 
apply  statewide.  This  failed  in  a  roll 
call  vote  of  48  to  66,  but  she  later  came 
back  to  challenge  the  legislators  to 
have  the  integrity  to  vote  against  the 
bill  if  they  would  not  want  it  in  their 
county.
